OPHRATIONS 


1. The 75th meeting of the Subcommittee on kxploitation of 
Foreign Language Publications was held on 27 July and was concerned 
with discussion and revision of the second draft of a report to the 
Advisory Committee. Revisions were completed and the report in final 
form will be going forward shortly. The next meeting is scheduled 
for 28 September, : 


2. Reference to the CTS Inde prevented 78 cases of duplication 
totaling 1469 pages.
